late Professor at the State University. 
The Doctor, by all rales of right and 
justice, is entitled to a hearing before 
the people when it has been denied to 
him before the Board of Begent*: 


Sttvm Cm, Nov., Jane 1,1900. 


KDITOB JOURNAL—Dear Sir: I with 


yon wonid publish in the JOUBNAL the 
following statement in reference to 
the University affair of last January, 
that the public may know the position 
I am placed in at present by the Board 
of Regents. 


Sinae my premptorj dismissal from 


the faculty of the University I have 
endeavored to make a statement ta the 
Board of Begents. I expected to be 
asked for a statement by the Board the 
day action was taken, and was within 
close call all the afternoon. When I 
fonnd they did not intend to call me 
before them I called on Mr. Deal at 
the Biverside Hotel early in the even 
ing and aiksd if they were going to 
meet that evening. He s«id they wet* 
not. He informed me of their action 
in reference to myself. I expressed re. 
xret at their taking action without giv- 
ing m* an opportunity to make a state- 
ment of fact* that were in my pos- 
session. I said I expected to b* called 
before the Board and given a hearing. 
J knew that they were holding a meet- 
ing on account of'my action, and I 
felt that they would want to investi- 
gate after their own way, and when 
they wanted me they would call me 
before them, 


Mr. Deal said: "Why, you have Jn- 


sclted the Board, and we ooold not 
ask yoa for a statement after yon have 
insulted as." I expressed a desks to 
make a statement to the Board, and be 
aesured me that any one had a right to 
come before the Board, and that I had 
a perfect right to do so. 


} wrote to Jgr. Taylor, tbe Secretary 


of the Board in February last, request- 
ing him to inform me of the next meet- 
ing of the Board, as I wishsd to attend, 
I felt the conditions demanded a state- 
ment fiom me. Mr. Taylor answered 
that be had filed my request and would 
send me notice when be sent notices lo 
the members of the Board. Not bear- 
ing from him for some time I wrote to 
him to ail? if he bad forgptton me. I 
received the following reply, dated 
April 24,1900: 


"i'our letter of the 22i lust, received. 


As far as I know now a full meeting of 
tbe Board will not be held until about 
the 37th of May, that being tbe end of 
the school year, at wbiub time a great 
deal of matter come* before thtm. W* 
have bad two official meetings since I 
talked with you, with only two mem- 
ber* of tbe Board present, simply to 
attend to business matter*, 1 will id- 
vise you a wsek or ten days before tbe 
next regular meeting takes place. 


(Signed) "QBO. H. TAVLOB, 


"Secretary."

do, and lust week [ received a notice of 
tbe regular meetmg to be held at 2 
o'clock p. M. ou Monday, May 2§.

Tbe next morning I kept 
my appointment, tufclng Mr, l^amt 
with me. Mr. Deal s.rrived soon after, 
and said he believed 1 wished to make 
a statement to tb* Board, to which I 
assented, fie asked, Mr. Lamb it b* 
was a reporter. I said Mr. Lamb wai 
my reporter and was to report the 
meetmg for me, to which there were 
no objection*, 


Mr. Deal requested me to put In 


writing my request and object, which 
they would consider, I said, bat Mr. 
Deal, yon said I had a right to come 
before this Board, which he admitted, 
bat said - there waa a certain form 
which he wished to follow, I did a* 
requested, and late in the afternoon I 
received an answer, which is in part as 
follows! 


"On the 28th day of May, 1900, yon 


sent us the following communication:

I desire to make a 


sUtemint to the Board of Regent* of 
tbe facts and conditions and their ef- 
fect upon me, that led up to my ac- 
tion of Ust January, and to enow tb* 
reason for my belief that 1 was justified 
in that action. Since yocir expulsion 
of me from the faculty of the Univer- 
sity I have felt it a dnty that I owe to 
myself to make a statement. I farther 
d«*lr« to chow that year official action 
concerning me at the meeting of Jan- 
uary 16th was based entirely upon 
false premise*. I pray for tb* prlvl- 
lege of going before tbe Board at this 
meeting to make snob statement, and I
